VL —In exercise of the powers conferred by proviso to Clause (f) of Section 2 of the 
National Capital RegionPlanning Board Act, 1985 (2 of 1985) and inpursuance of consent of concerned participating State 
ancl in consultation with the Board, the'Central Government hereby makes the following amendment relating to description* 
ofthe areas specified in Item 4 of the Schedule to the National Capital Region Planning Board Act, 1985 (2 of 1985):— 

4. The existing entries at Item 4 of the Schedule relating to Rajasthan will be substituted and read as follows
